Henry the 8. did his beft endea- 
be Church vont to procure Philip Melaneht hon to come over; and though 
he fayled therein, yet Ageris came from the ſeverall Princes 
of Germany, who together with the Kings Commeſſioners mig he 
re for the ſetling of Relrgion : 1 have (een the Originalls as 
bey were copied cat by the Clerks; the Engliſh Commiſſioners 
aid acquaint the Forain Agents, that K. Henry had aſſumed the 
Title, te be Head of hs Church, and for ſupport of that great 
bonour, he had Firft- fruits, Tenths, Subſidies, and cther pay- 
ments from the Clergy; he had likewiſe the diſpoſing of Chargh 
preferments, whereby he was abſolute in the Government both 
e Church and State, and nene of his Subjects had any forain 
dependanee, or could appeal to the Church of Rome. 
Theſe Relations did little pleaſe the forain Agents, for they 
did conſider, That if the King ſhonld be the ſupreme Head of 
his Church; then it would follew, That the Emperonr ſhould 
be the Supreme Head of the Chareh of Germany, whom they 
hated ten times more then the Pope ; and therefore, their reſe- 
lution was, that as Seripture was the onely jwdge of controver. 
denken fies in Religion, to determine them; ſ@ Scripture ſhonld be the 
Church, head of their Church, they would be wholly govesned by Scri- 
ptures, they would obey none but Scriptures, ont? ro, N 
no other head: It Gould ſeem their wiſedom proceeded not ſo 
far, as to demand who ſhould interpret Scriptures, or who ſheuld 
judge of the Expoſition of Seripture: ? In default, and for want 
of ſueh eonference to ſettle Religion, Henry the 8. made no 
other ebange in Religion, but onely toek upon himſelf the 
Government ,aid in right thereof, he diſpoſed of the Revenewes; 
N. direr- and to this (arch Government did belong Matrimoniall cane 
r ſer, and thereby he had power te diveree himſelf from his 
Wives as often as he thought fir, (for the Law was in himſelf)

not onely in Proteftant Churches, but in the Church of Rome, 
the Conncell of Trent did much ſettle the Controverſies in that c. 7:4: 
1 Church, inſomueh, that I could never have beleeved ſuch plot- 
| ting and practiſing againſt that Ceuncell, had I not ſeen with 
, mineown eyes, the originall of thoſe ſcerer practices ſubſeri- 
bed by the Actors themſelves, and other great witneſſes be- 
yond all exception and thus, if through all ages, we ſhall 
come to that Conneell in the Aﬀs of the Apofes, we hal! 
ever find, that Syed; aud Conncells have been uſed as the or- 
druavy means for compoſing differences in the (hurch, 

Naw I ſpeak it to my great ſorrow and grief, I know no 
Nation fo mneh diftrafted with Sefts and Schiſmes as we ate; Se 
and fic it is ſome courſe ſhould be taken to give ſatis fact ien to 
weak Conſfciences : the Church of England at this time is in ſo 
fad and mean a con ſit ion. that we are ſcaree capable of 2 Sy- 
vo; for I ain confident, that the greateſt number (if not 
all) of the moſt learned, judicious, Orthodox Divines ale fo 
de. 
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. warning before- hand, that if I ſhould be forbidden, I might

The Order which J ſhall obſerve is this, That he who pre-

1 am nowpaſt the age of man, 
and conſequently paſt as the joyes and hopes ot this world, ſo 
paſt the fears and terrours of this world; and ſo let God be 
mereiſull unto my ſonl as the laſt day, as I ſhall deliver no- 
thing. but what I conecive to be Gods truth; the World hath 
been now long deluded and abuſed with controverſies of Reli- 
gion, in ſo much, that there is little Religion leſt amongſt us:

tea in our hearts by Gods ſax#tifying Spirit; together with the 
infuſion of grace, whereby we beleeve Miſteries above our na- 
turall eapacity ; but likewiſe that our Faith and Religion ſhonld 
have thoſe ſpeeiall properties of truth, that it fhonld coherers 
Abi, agree with it ſelf, like a well governed City, or a well 
compaſted body, pacem habens ad invieem : and as it agrees

Now for the method which 1 fhall obſerve in giving ſatiſ- 
faction to all coubrs and ſeruples propoſed, though I doe much 
commend the School method, which 1s firſt to make the ſtrong- 
eſt object ions; then laying open the naked truth, and fortity= 
ing it with ſennd demonſtraticns and reaſons; thoſe former 
object ions which at Grit did ſeem invincible, alaſſe they fall 
of themſelves, and come to nothing and ſo are ſoon routed & 
eafily diffolved; and this courſe,I eonceive, doth beſt repreſent 
Nature; as in digging for Mines, the Earth, Stones, and ſenrfe 
we dig up and lay afide, and ſo at length we come to the pure 
Oare, this we refine, and uſe the earth and ſeurſe to ſeour it, 
Though I eemmend this method, yer I will forbear to uſe 
it, 43 being not ſe fitted to every mens capacity; I will there- 
fore uſe mine now method, which is a little more cake: Firſt, 
I will nſe two or three quotations out of Seripture, and no 
more. 2. I will hey the analogy, er eorreſpondeney which 
it with other Texts of Seriptute, and other Articles of our 
Faith. 3. I will hew how it was implyed in the Rate of 
Nature before the giving ef the Law. 4. How it was 
fhadowed forth in the types, figures, and ceremonies of the 
Mofaicall Law. 5, How it received ripeneſs and perfection 
in the ſtate of che Goſpel. 6, How it hath been eontinned in 
che Church in the Primitive age, and in all ſucceeding times; 
and chis to appear eſpecially by the ancient Liturgies, not by 
ſtragling words taken ent of Fathers, which being ſpoken up- 
on {everall occaſions, might be variouſly interpreted. 7. The

For the name of Protef ant Religion, thai I may confeſs my 
own weakneſs, I never yet underſtood what was meant by it; 
yet I have read Slezden and Fler:mond both yery wiſe and ex- 
cellent Authors, though different in their Opinions, FaBtions, 
and in all their wayes and courſes; yet they agree is the v. 
of Proteſtant ; for 1529, there was a Diet held in Germesy, 
where many Princes, Free States, and others, did enter a ſo. 
lemn Proteſtation-: 1. Againſt the Pope and his Power, 
2. Againſt the Emperour, and the Power which he claimed, 
3. For an abſolute liberty and freedom of Conſcienge, that 
every man might profeſs what Religion he pleaſed, and none 
to be moleſted therein. There were then at leaſt 14. ſeverall 
Religions which did enter this one Prote ſtation - and if the 
Jews, the Turks, and the Heathen had bin preſent, no doubt 
but they would have joyned in the Proteflation, and ſo become 
Proteſtants, and yet not converted from tbeir on Religion, 
much leſſe made Chriſtians; how this word Proteſtant ſhould 
Fonific and point out any one proper Religion, it is beyond my 
underſtanding ; the Roman Catholscks proteſt againſt all Reli. 
giens bat their own, and therein they become Protefiants, The 
Liws of Englard.and the As of State finding this incenve- 
nienee, doe uſually add this one word, and call it the true Pro- 
:off ant Religion, which doth very much qualifie the buſineſs, 
Now when 7 ſay that JI will reduce all to the Charch of

Here is excellent Preaching indeed, not an impertinent word 2 
Thus the Chureh in all her Orders and Ceremonies did Preach; 
the building of great Cathedralls, ſer forth the Majeſty and 
| Magnificency of God, and that he was to be ſerved like a Sad. 
Thus we conſider Solomons Temple, where the very ſnuffers 
were of beaten Go'd ; they did likewiſe afſure us, that God 
had his dwelling and habitation among ft men, which was an 
argument that God was once Incarnate, and viſibly converſant 
with men: And whereas the Jews expect a Temporall Meffias, 
I doe acknowledge that in all the Old Teſtament there is nor
